Deadline for county to decide yes or no passes without a resolution

A DEADLINE for County Hall to 
decide if it will accept Harlow 
Council’s offer to pay for street 
lights to be switched back on has 
passed. 

The local authority is offering to 
pay Essex County Council £100,000 
to keep the lights on between mid¬ 
night and 5pm. 

To pay for the switch on Harlow 
Council has increased its council 
tax share by 1.5 per cent - around 7p 
a week for the average household. 


On Friday, Harlow councillors 
gave the county council until 5pm 
to decide if the move could go 
ahead. 

But Essex County Councillor 
Rodney Bass, cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, 
responded to the deadline by say¬ 
ing: “We are reviewing the proposal 
and will respond in due course.” 

Decision 

Harlow Council leader Jon 
Clempner said: “We’re simply ask¬ 
ing for a yes or no decision. It’s as 
simple as that. We’ve made the

money available and we’re asking 
for Councillor Bass, the portfolio 
holder, to flick a switch and turn the 


lights back on.” 

Speaking in radio interview on 
Friday, Cllr Clempner said he was 
expecting a response from County 
Hall on either Tuesday or Wed¬ 
nesday - any later would be “cut¬ 
ting it fine”. 

He accused County Hall of “rid¬ 
ing roughshod over the democratic 
views of the people of Harlow”. 

As the Star went to press yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) County Hall 
had not reached a decision. 

Cllr Clempner said: “The dead¬ 
line wasn’t arbitrary, it was about 
coming to an agreement in prin-

Chancellor 
calls Halfon 
Parliament’s 
champion of 
fuel tax cuts 

CHANCELLOR of the Exchequer 
George Osborne hailed Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon as 
Parliament’s “great champion 
for cutting fuel duty” during his 
Budget speech yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Mr Osborne told a packed 
House of Commons he was 
cancelling September’s planned 
rise in fuel duty. 

And referring to Mr Halfon’s 
long-running petrol price 
crusade, Mr Osborne said: 
“Families and businesses not 
just in Harlow but across the UK 
have felt the benefit of his efforts 
and energy. 

“We inherited fuel duty rises 
from Labour but since 2011 we 
have cut and frozen fuel duty so 
that a typical motorist saves 
around £10 when they fill up. 

Security 

“Cutting tax is a key part of 
our long-term economic plan 
that is delivering greater 
economic security and a better 
future. I am delighted to be 
listening to Rob again at this 
Budget and cancelling Labour’s 
planned September rise this year 
too.” 

Among other measures 
announced by Mr Osborne in his 
last Budget before the General 
Election were the abolition of 
National Insurance 
contributions for employing 
under 21s, a review into business 
rates, a cut in Corporation Tax, 
an increase in the National 
Minimum Wage and a cut in 
beer duty which will knock lp 
off a pint. 

Mr Halfon said: “This is a 
Budget for families which will 
carry on bringing jobs back to 
Harlow, for lower taxes for lower 
earners, and helping with the 
cost of living. 

“I particularly welcome the 
news that September’s planned 
rise in fuel duty has been 
cancelled which is something I 
have campaigned on for a long 
time, and will benefit families 
and businesses across Harlow.” 
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E-fit of suspect in 
accosting incident 

A MAN who made comments 
described as “inappropriate” to a 
16-year-old girl on a bus and then 
touched her hair is being sought 
by police who are treating the 
incident as an accosting.

It was while the vehicle was 
travelling along Velizy Avenue 
that one of the men made the 
comments and touched her hair. 

The incident happened at 4pm 
on Wednesday, February 11. 

Police have released an e-fit 
image of one of the men, who is 
described as white, aged 40-50 
and bald. He was wearing what 
looked like a sailor’s hat, a zip- 
up top over a blue T-shirt and a 
jacket. 

The second man is described 
as white, aged 40-50 with short 
grey hair. He was wearing dark 
blue jeans, a zip-up jacket and a 
woolly hat. 

Anyone who recognises the 
man in the e-fit is asked to call 
Harlow Police Station on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111. 

New police appeal 
over Stow assault 

DETECTIVES investigating an 
attack in Harlow which left a 
man with serious facial injuries 
have renewed their appeal for 
witnesses. 

The victim, who is in his 50s, 
needed surgery on the injuries 
he sustained in the assault 
which took place in The Stow at 
about 10pm on Saturday, 
February 28. 

Three teenagers - a 15-year-old 
girl, a 16-year-old girl and a 19- 
year-old man - were arrested a 
few hours after the incident. 
They were released on bail until 
May 29 while the investigation 
continues.

Victim of stabbing 
in stable condition

A MAN is recovering in hospital after 
being stabbed in Harlow on Tuesday 
night. 

Police and paramedics were called to 
a wooded area linking Great Plumtree 
with Doverhouse Croft shortly after 
10.30pm after receiving reports that a 
man had been stabbed. 

The victim, a man in his 20s, was 
taken to Princess Alexandra Hospital 
where his condition yesterday (Wed¬ 
nesday) was described as stable. 


An area of land between Great 
Plumtree and Doverhouse Croft was 
taped off for more than 12 hours but was 
reopened yesterday at about 1pm. 

No arrests had been made as the Star 
went to press. 

One resident of Doverhouse Croft 
said: “I was woken up when I heard 
screaming and shouting, but I didn’t 
think anything of it as there are lots of 
kids in the area. 

“There were police cars at both ends 
of the road and officers came knocking 
around midnight. They were around all 
night and it didn’t help that the street¬ 


lights turned off on them, meaning they 
had to work by the headlights on one of 
their cars. 

“I didn’t expect it at all as this is 
usually a quiet area. It’s frightening.” 

A Great Plumtree resident added: 
“The whole section was cordoned off, 
including the cycle track. I had to go a 
different route when I went shopping. 
The police have been around here all 
morning.”

Deadline passes over streetlight switch-on

April. The deadline was about allowing 
council officers to sort out the detail of 
how we deal with changes to electricity 
prices [and] the duration of the deal. 

“It is still do-able if we get a decision 
by Tuesday or Wednesday but anything 
after that, they’ll have to be some ser¬ 
ious questions asked.” 

In January, members of the Harlow 
authority voted to raise its share of the 
council tax by 1.5 per cent to raise the 
£100,000 needed to turn the lights back 
on between midnight and 5am. 

Later it was revealed the switch-on 
could cost £121,000 but no figure has 
been confirmed by the county council. 

Harlow Council carried out a review 


of the lighting policy during its budget 
consultation last summer. It said the 
result showed widespread public sup¬ 
port for the move. 

County Hall introduced the part- 
night blackout, which affects more than 
70 per cent of street lights across Essex, 
to save £6.5 million by 2020 and to reduce 
carbon emissions and light pollution. 

Cllr Clempner has assured residents 
that if County Hall turn down their 
offer, the administration would consult 
with the people of Harlow about how the 
money should be spent. He said a refund 
could be “problematic”. 

Opposition leader Cllr Andrew John¬ 
son said the whole situation had been 
handled badly by the Labour admin¬ 


istration. 

“It’s starting to look like it was 
knocked up on back of a cigarette pack¬ 
et,” he said. “They didn’t do their 
research beforehand, didn’t speak to 
cabinet member and didn’t do their 
sums right.” He added: “There are ser¬ 
ious questions to be answered. If the two 
councils can’t reach agreement, will 
residents get their money back?” 

Cllr Johnson said he had “little faith” 
over the council’s consultation process 
as more than 80 per cent of people who 
responded to the budget survey wanted 
a council tax freeze. 

“If the light switch on doesn’t happen 
the council owe taxpayers in Harlow 
£100,000,” he said.

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Shock as town 
gym transfers 
to new owner 


Virgin Active to close at the end of this month

MEMBERS of a popular gym in 
Harlow town centre have reacted 
with shock at the news it will 
close at the end of this month and 
re-open under a different owner. 

The Virgin Active Health Club, 
at The Water Gardens, will close 
its doors at 2pm on March 31. 

The centre will re-open under 
the banner of national chain Pure 
Gym, although no date for that 
has been announced and a mes¬ 
sage on Virgin Active’s website 
says it will be closed for “some 
time”. 

A statement released by Virgin 
Active said: “We are continually 
reviewing our portfolio of clubs to 
make sure we remain highly com¬ 
petitive and best support the long¬ 
term growth of the business. As 
part of that process we have 
decided to close our Harlow club. 

“We understand and apologise 
for the impact this will have on 


members.” 

It adds: “The club will be closed 
for some time while Pure Gym 
refit to meet their business 
requirements.” 

Among the facilities at Virgin 
Active is a swimming pool and 
some users have expressed con¬ 
cern that it will be removed after a 
Pure Gym spokesman said on Fri¬ 
day: “We don’t have swimming 
pools in any of our gyms purely to 
keeps costs low.” 

Fitness 

Pure Gym’s website says its 
premises operate 24 hours a day 
and are monitored by CCTV 
linked to security staff. Users 
have the choice of more than 200 
pieces of fitness equipment. 

According to one instructor 
who runs fitness classes at Virgin 
Active, all instructors received a 
text message informing them 
their services would no longer be 
needed at the end of the month. 

A disgruntled Virgin Active 


member told the Star: “They can’t 
just give two weeks notice; if I did 
that to them they would take me to 
court. It’s also another facility 
that’s been lost in Harlow and it’s 
a terrible way to treat people.” 

Harlow’s Labour parliament¬ 
ary candidate Suzy Stride said 
she was concerned about the 
impact on staff and members. 

“There are a number of ques¬ 
tions that I don’t think have been 
adequately answered,” she said. 
“What is going to happen to the 
members? Will they be repaid 
anything owed to them? When 
will this money be repaid? Will 
Virgin Active pledge to do all they 
can to help any staff being made 
redundant into further work? 

“It is especially important, 
given the age group of most of 
those who work there, that they be 
helped into employment as quick¬ 
ly as possible and not just offered 
transfers to other Virgin gyms 
that are too far for Harlow staff to 
travel to.”

Elderly at risk from effects of dehydration 


HEALTH professionals in west Essex are using 
Nutrition and Hydration Week to raise awareness of 
the need to drink more fluids and eat well. 

Various projects are running throughout this 
week to ensure people are aware of the importance 
of eating a balanced diet and drinking enough 
fluids. 

Harlow GP Dr Rob Gerlis, chairman of West Essex 
Clinical Commissioning Group, said: “Older people 
are especially at risk of becoming dehydrated which 
could lead to other health issues such as con¬ 
stipation or infection. 

“We are working closely with partners on our 


older people’s programme to provide advice and 
guidance to carers, care home staff and health 
professionals, as providing people with the right 
nutritional plan for their needs can help avoid 
unnecessary admissions into hospital.” 

Essex GP Dr Sarah Zaidi, lead advisor to South 
Essex Partnership NHS Trust’s frailty programme 
which runs in west Essex, said: “Dehydration in an 
older person can be very serious and can cause 
constipation, urinary tract infections, dizziness, 
low blood pressure and confusion which can 
increase risk of falls, as well as increasing risk of 
pressure ulcers.”

Investigators fail 
to solve mystery 
of aircraft crash 


Harlow man died when plane ploughed into field

AN official investigation into a 
plane crash which killed two 
people - one of them a young 
father from Harlow - has been 
unable to determine why the light 
aircraft ploughed into a field. 

Pilot Andrew Sully, 50, who 
lived in Writtle near Chelmsford, 
and passenger Simon Chamber- 
lain, 29, of Harlow, died when the 
Yak-52 plane nose-dived into a 
field by the side of the A414 at 
Cooksmill Green on March 29, last 
year. 

A report prepared by invest¬ 
igators from the Air Accidents 
Investigation Branch and 
released on Thursday said the air¬ 
craft was spotted flying low before 
it was seen to climb sharply and 
enter a stall or spin. 

The plane, which had taken off 
from North Weald Airfield, did 
not recover and plummeted to the 
ground, said the report. 

When Mr Sully, a first officer 
with British Airways and a 
former RAF pilot who served in 
the Gulf War, arrived at the air¬ 
field he had not intended to take 
anyone with him on the flight. 

However, he met Mr Chamber- 
lain, who was volunteer secretary 
and a trustee of the airfield 
museum, and offered him the 
opportunity to join him for the 
flight. 

The report said that five 
minutes after taking off the air¬ 
craft was seen flying at low level. 

“Having carried out a level 
turn, the aircraft climbed sharply 
and entered a stall or spin from 
which it did not recover before 
striking the ground,” it said. 

“The reason the aircraft was 
flying at low level and the cause of 
the final manoeuvre could not be 
determined.” 

Passers-by reached the crash 
site soon after the accident but

were not able to approach the 
wreckage of the plane because of a 
severe fire. 

The AAIB report said plane’s 
engine was running when it 
crashed but the possibility that 
there was a significant loss of 
power could not be ruled out 
because the investigation was 
hampered by components being 
destroyed in the fire. 

It added that Mr Sully suffered 
from diabetes but a post mortem 
examination revealed nothing 
that could have contributed to the 
accident. 

At the time of the accident Mr 
Chamberlain was married with a 
19-month-old son. A family trib¬ 
ute, released through police, said 
his wife, Lizzie, had lost “her best 
friend and soulmate”. 

Peter Gardner, chairman of the 
North Weald Airfield Museum 
and a close friend of Mr Cham¬ 
berlain, said the report made “sad 
reading”. 

“As you read through it you can 
visualise being in that aero¬ 
plane,” he said. “If things were 
going wrong then both of them in 
that aircraft knew that things 
were going wrong.

“I think there’s regret that they 
have not been able to come up 
with a definitive answer on what 
happened. 

“We accept that because cir¬ 
cumstances say that no answers 
can ever be found. 

“Simon just adored flying. He 
would go up in anything, which is 
the tragedy of what happened. I 
suppose the only thing you can 
say was he died doing something 
he loved.” 

Christine Sully, the mother of 
Mr Sully, added: “From what I can 
make out the report sounds like a 
fair assessment but his death is 
still very confusing to us, as 
Andrew was a fantastic pilot. 

“His death is still quite raw to 
us and it has left such a huge gap 
in our lives. He had a very loving 
family and we got to see Andrew a 
lot before he died. 

“Unfortunately these things 
happen and it’s terrible that 
someone was with him at the 
time. This man had a family too, 
we feel very sorry for them.” 

The Yak-52 is a Soviet aircraft 
which was originally designed as 
training plane for civilian aero¬ 
batic and military pilots. 


Appeal to trace relatives of accident victim 


POLICE investigating a road accident in Leicester 
in which a motorcyclist died are trying to trace his 
relatives who they believe may be living in Essex. 

Officers carrying out enquiries on behalf of the 
coroner are hoping to trace the next of kin of 50-year- 
old Jeffrey Howell, who was killed in a collision 
between a motorcycle and a car on March 9. 

Mr Howell suffered serious injuries and was 


taken to the Leicester Royal Infirmary where he 
subsequently died. 

It is believed that Mr Howell, who was born in 
Antwerp, Belgium, may have relatives living in 
either Essex or Kent. 

Anyone who can help Leicestershire police with 
their enquiries should contact Detective Constable 
Seamus Burns at Leicestershire Police on 101.

Fine flytippers 
on the spot for 
dumping waste 

MPs call for fixed penalty notices for culprits

SUGGESTIONS by a committee of 
influential MPs that people 
caught dumping household waste 
should be issued with on-the-spot 
fines have been welcomed by an 
organisation representing Essex 
landowners. 

The Communities and Local 
Government Select Committee 
was told levels of fly-tipping have 
increased by 20 per cent during 
the past 12 months. 

But despite the fact that more 
than 850,000 incidents were repor¬ 
ted nationally, only 2,000 offend¬ 
ers were convicted in court. 

As a result, the committee 
recommended that offenders 
should be issued with fixed pen¬ 
alty notices. 

The problem of fly-tipping is 
particularly prevalent in Harlow 
where there were 1,866 reported 
cases between April 2014 and 
January 2015. However, nobody 
has been prosecuted for the unau¬ 
thorised dumping of rubbish 
since 2012. 

Cllr Mark Wilkinson, Harlow 
Council’s portfolio holder for 
environment, said: “Fly-tipping 
prosecutions can be hard to 
secure and very time-consuming 
as each case has to go to court 
under the current laws. 

“The council always seeks pro¬ 
secutions where there is a reas¬ 
onable chance of success of 
recovering its costs. We welcome 
changes where fixed penalty

notices can be issued instead as 
this would save the council time 
and I’m sure would act as a 
deterrent to those fly-tipping.” 

He said every incident of fly- 
tipping is investigated by officers 
to find evidence of who may be 
responsible but information from 
eyewitnesses was key to support 
the case 

In a letter to the Star, Harlow 
resident Mark Rowe listed numer¬ 


ous items of flytipped rubbish he 
found during a short walk round 
the Little Cattins, Taylifers and 
Sumners area of town. 

“Recently there has been a 
metal fence in a ditch, broken-up 
bikes, bags of cement, broken 
glass, large pieces of wood, an old 
bed, a sofa, large bags hanging 
from trees, cans of oil, cupboard 
drawers, twisted metal and much 
more, all chucked around the 
paths and green wedges around 
Water Lane Primary School and 
the estate,” he wrote. 

“The amount of litter in general 
is appalling. This used to be a nice 
area that everyone cared for, but 
unfortunately it’s now a tip. It’s a 
complete eyesore for all.” 

Earlier this year, the Country 
Land and Business Association, 
which represents the interests of 
thousands of farmers, land-own¬ 
ers and rural businesses across 
the eastern region, backed calls 
for organised illegal waste oper¬ 
ators’ vehicles to be seized and 
crushed. 

CLA East regional director Ben 
Underwood said: “Waste regu¬ 
larly blights the countryside and 
fly-tipping is a serious issue for 
rural landowners. 

“On average it costs £800 to 
clear up each incidence of non¬ 
toxic fly-tipped waste on private 
land and it costs the rural busi¬ 
ness sector up to £150m in clean¬ 
up costs every year. 

“The CLA has called for cul¬ 
prits to be dealt with more 
robustly for years.”

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Anger at Arriva 
over decision to 
axe bus service 

Loss-making route to stop running in May

A BUS service used by passengers 
as a link to travel from Harlow 
into central London is to be 
scrapped as part of a cost-cutting 
measure. 

Bus operator Arriva’s 505 route, 
which connects Harlow with 
Chingford and passes through 
Waltham Abbey, will run for the 
last time on Saturday, May 9. 

The 505 is the only bus on the 
route but is being dropped after 
Arriva said the hourly service 
was unsustainable. 

Richard Lewis, marketing man¬ 
ager at Arriva, said: “I can con¬ 
firm that our 505 service between 
Harlow, Waltham Abbey and 
Chingford will run for the last 
time on May 9 due to insufficient 
use being made of it. 

“Lke all bus companies we are a 
commercial business that is 
required by law to run profitably 
but, unfortunately, the number of 
people using the 505 has not been 
enough to cover the cost of provid¬ 
ing the service. 

“This is a situation that can no 
longer be sustained. We are un¬ 
able to run at a loss and, therefore, 
we have had to take the decision to 
withdraw the service.” 

Dennis Nadin, a member of the 
Harlow Bus Users Group, said 
passengers who used the service 
would miss it as it is one of the 
ways to get into London. 

“Pensioners can use their pass 


to change at Chingford and then 
go into central London,” he said. 
“I don’t think there is another 
way to do it by bus.” 

He added: “If there are no reg¬ 
ular buses then people won’t use 
them. Nobody is going to wait 50 
minutes for a bus when they’ve 
got a car.” 

Lifeline 

One elderly passenger who 
lives in Chingford and regularly 
uses the service to visit her family 
in Harlow said it was a lifeline. 

“I understand during the day¬ 
time it is not that busy so why not 


make the service every two 
hours,” she said. “To cut it out 
completely is disgusting and com¬ 
pletely wrong.” 

However, it is still possible that 
another operator will take over 
the route. 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Council said this week: “We are 
aware of the cancellation and are 
currently carrying out an impact 
assessment. 

“Other operators have expre¬ 
ssed an interest in replacing the 
service. 

“This will be confirmed in due 
course.” 


Cases of scarlet fever set to peak 


AN increase in the number of 
reported cases of scarlet fever 
across the country has sparked a 
warning to parents, schools and 
GPs to be on their guard. 

Since the beginning of the year 
more than 1,200 new cases have 
been reported, according to Pub¬ 
lic Health England and, as the 
bacterial illness is seasonal, 
incidents are expected to peak in 
the next few weeks. 

It has already been reported 
that the number of scarlet fever 
cases in Essex are the highest 
since records began. 

Scarlet fever is a highly con¬ 
tagious bacterial illness that 
causes a distinctive pink-red rash, 
sometimes on the tongue, which 
feels like sandpaper to touch. 

Dr Theresa Lamagni, PHE’s 
head of streptococcal infection 
surveillance, said: “Scarlet fever 
is a seasonal disease and this is 
the time of year when the highest 
numbers of cases are typically 
seen. 

“Given that the scarlet fever 


season should peak within the 
next few weeks, we should see a 
reduction in numbers soon, but in 
the meantime substantial num¬ 
bers of people will continue to be 
affected. 

“GPs as well as schools and 
nurseries should be mindful of 
the current high levels of scarlet 
fever and promptly inform local 
health protection teams if they 
become aware of cases, especially 
if more than one child is 
affected. 

“Parents can play a key role in 
recognising when their child 
needs to be seen by their GP.” 

Last year 14,000 cases of scarlet 
fever were recorded in the UK, the 
highest total since the late 1960s. 
In the first six week of this year 
1,265 new cases were recorded. 

Dr Lamagni added: “As scarlet 
fever is highly contagious, chil¬ 
dren or adults diagnosed with 
scarlet fever are advised to stay at 
home until at least 24 hours after 
the start of antibiotic treatment to 
avoid passing on the infection.” 



■ It’s important to remember 
that most cases of scarlet fever 
are mild and are resolved within 
a week providing the correct 
medication is administered. 

■ Symptoms include a sore 
throat, headache and fever. 

■ Between 12-48 hours a fine 
pink rash can appear, which will 
feel like sandpaper to touch, 
often starting on the chest or 
stomach. It can spread to the 
ears, neck and other parts of the 
body and it can be itchy. 

■ Other symptoms could be a 
flushed face or swollen tongue. 

■ If you think you, or anyone in 
your family, has scarlet fever 
contact your GP straight away.

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Election rivals agree on 
role of apprenticeships 


Tory and Labour 
politicians praise 
training schemes

APPRENTICESHIPS were on the agenda 
for Harlow’s political rivals when young 
people were encouraged to consider dif¬ 
ferent choices in their pursuit of a career 
during National Apprentice Week. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon and his 
Labour rival, parliamentary candidate 
Suzy Stride, made their voices heard in 
promoting a comeback for traditional 
form of on-the-job training. 

Mr Halfon served as co-chairman 
alongside Labour peer Lord Glasman on 
The Commission of Apprenticeships. It 
was set up in April last year with rep¬ 
resentatives of the Conservative, Labour 
and Liberal-Democrat parties as well as 
experts from business, industry and edu¬ 
cation to examine the power and poten¬ 
tial of apprenticeships in the UK. 

Last week it published its final report 
which concluded with a series of recom¬ 
mendations. These included Govern¬ 
ment support for an apprenticeship 
charter awarded to employers who 
demonstrate commitment to high qual¬ 
ity learning, the opportunity for all 14-16 
year-olds to take a vocational subject 
alongside academic study, and the inclu¬

sion of two “influential” local employers 
to the governing bodies of all secondary 
schools. 

Mr Halfon said: “I have a passionate 
belief in apprenticeships and it was a 
great opportunity to work with Lord 
Glasman on this report. 

“I want the culture change in our 
country so that doing an apprenticeship 
is regarded as even more prestigious 
than going to university. That is why I 
employed the first ever full-time par¬ 
liamentary apprentice.” 

The report found there was over¬ 
whelming support among parents for the 
idea of apprenticeships, with 92 per cent 
believing them to be a good option. 


Three-quarters believed the number of 
young people signed up as an apprentice 
should be higher than the current figure 
of seven per cent. 

Mr Halfon added: “Apprenticeships are 
the answer to transforming our skill base 
in Britain and equipping our young 
people with the tools needed for the 21st 
century.” 

Meanwhile, Miss Stride praised Har¬ 
low College for promoting what she 
described as the “important practice” of 
apprenticeships. 

Speaking after meeting students on the 
vehicle maintenance and repair course, 
she said: “Through my work with young 
people I have seen at first-hand the 


importance of apprenticeships, which 
act as a bridge between the training 
environment and the working world, 
opening doors of opportunity for employ- 
ability. 

“It is great to see, in the heart of 
Harlow, a college dedicated to this work, 
really making Harlow the hub of appren¬ 
ticeships. It offers varied and exciting 
opportunities to learn, gain skills and 
enter the competitive world of work 
through apprenticeships. They should be 
applauded.” 

Harlow College runs a number of 
apprenticeship schemes, giving students 
the chance to gain a qualification while 
earning money at the same time.

Traveller ban to 
be discussed at 
public meeting 

A PUBLIC meeting to discuss future 
plans for tackling unauthorised traveller 
encampments across Harlow will be held 
in the Civic Centre this evening (Thurs¬ 
day) at 7.30pm.

Council to outline the process which 
resulted in it being granted a landmark 
interim High Court injunction to pre¬ 
vent travellers setting up illegal camps.

Among those expected to attend the 
meeting, which will be chaired by coun¬ 
cil chairman Jon Clempner, are Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon, Chief Superintendent 
of Essex Police Sean O’Callaghan and 
Councillor Roger Hirst, cabinet member 
for planning and the environment at 
Essex County Council. 

Future 

“Now we have the interim town-wide 
injunction in place, I believe the time is 
right to hold a public meeting where 
residents and businesses can find out 
more about the injunction, future plans 
and ask questions,” said Cllr Clempner. 

“Finding a long-term solution to deal 
with unauthorised encampments has 
been a top priority since the summer and 
residents and businesses have played a 
key part in reminding everyone of the 
impact this issue has had on the town. 

“For a long time we have been unable 
to talk about the legal action we were 
planning and we know this added to the 
frustration the community were feel¬ 
ing. 

“I am sure there will be lots of ques¬ 
tions about this issue and this is the 
public’s chance to talk to us and share 
their thoughts as we continue to prepare 
and look at future actions to address this 
issue.”

His father died of a heart 
attack in November 1940 and his 
mother and aunt deported to 
Izbica and then Sobibor in 
Poland in 1942.

THE cultural diversity of pupils and 
staff at a Harlow school is being cel¬ 
ebrated with the launch of a language 
of the month feature. 

Up to 50 different languages are 
spoken by staff and pupils at Fresh- 
waters Primary Academy, in School 
Lane, which has seen an increase in 
the number of pupils joining without 
any English skills.

The first language is Urdu with the 
spotlight on the countries in which it is 
spoken and the children and staff who 
speak it. 

Invite 

Head of school Marios Solomonides 
said: “The idea of language of the 
month is for teachers to use a bit of the 
language and to invite parents in who 
speak it to share their culture with the 
children. 

“Language can be a barrier stopping 
parents from coming in and speaking 
to us, telling us what they want or if 
there is a problem. We believe they will 
feel more welcome if they are invited to 
share photos of their home country or 
maybe cook with the children.” 

He added: “We have quite a few 
children start here without any Eng¬ 
lish at all. We had one child start in 
Year Six this year with no English and

they are now achieving level four - that 
is the level children who have com¬ 
pleted their entire education in Eng¬ 
land should be at, which is just 
amazing.” 

The school has also launched a new 
website which can be translated into 90 
languages. 

Mr Solomonides said: “It demon¬ 
strates what we stand for and what we 
believe as a school community. 

“It is easier to navigate and parents 
will be able to read it in any one of 90 
languages, improving communication 
between school and home. 

“In the past, parents have maybe not 
been aware of important meetings or 
educational visits because English is a 
second language for them. Now, we can 
be confident that no pupil misses out 
because of a language barrier.”

Council commended for unique approach

A CAMPAIGN run by Essex 
County Council to help victims of 
domestic abuse has been highly 
commended in a national awards 
competition. 

When the Standing Together 
initiative, run in conjunction 
with Essex Police, was launched 
in the summer of last year it was 
the largest multi-agency cam¬ 
paign of its kind to ever to be 
carried out in the county. 

The aim was to raise awareness 
of domestic abuse and thereby 
break taboos and help victims. 

The campaign reached mil¬ 
lions of people worldwide and 
achieved a 2,048 per cent increase 
in website views across agencies. 
It also achieved positive national 
media coverage and empowered 
victims to leave abusive relation¬ 


ships and to seek help. 

As a result it received a com¬ 
mendation at the Local Govern¬ 
ment Chronicle Awards. 

Cllr Dick Madden, Essex Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet member for 
adults and children, said: “This is 
a great achievement and I am 
delighted that this successful 
campaign has been recognised 
nationally. 

“This campaign was unique in 
that we worked with victims of 
domestic abuse throughout and 
they had a big influence on what 
we did. The results show that not 
only did it raise awareness of an 
issue often seen as taboo, it also 
empowered victims to leave abus¬ 
ive relationships and to seek help, 
which of course is an incredible 
outcome.” 

As part of the campaign a num¬ 
ber of focus groups were held 
with people who had experienced 


domestic abuse as well as staff 
from refuges and representatives 
of domestic abuse charities. It 
was the first time survivors were 
involved in the early stages of 
planning a campaign. 

Safer Places, a Harlow-based- 
charity which provides a range of 
services to adults and children 
affected by domestic abuse, saw a 
35 per cent increase in referrals 
during the campaign and a 
threefold increase in referrals for 
refuge space. 

An ECC spokesman said: 
“They told us that the campaign 
was undoubtedly a contributor. 
This means that victims were 
encouraged to seek help after see¬ 
ing our campaign.”

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Ex police chief 
sued for ‘loyalty 
bonus’ payouts 


Commissioner takes legal action to recover £85k

A FORMER chief constable of 
Essex Police is being sued by the 
county’s crime commissioner to 
recover £85,000-worth of ‘golden 
handcuff’ payments he accepted 
as loyalty bonuses. 

The now defunct Essex Police 
Authority, which has been 
replaced by Police and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston, is 
alleged to have given Roger Baker 
three payments worth £85,000 to 
reward him for staying in his job, 
plus £60,000 worth of bonuses for 
his final three months of work. 

The 56-year-old, who served as 
the county’s top cop between 2005 
and 2009, earned £139,000 a year 
with bonuses and expenses. 

But it is the £85,000 “retention 
payment” that Mr Alston wants to 
recoup, along with the interest it 
would have earned over the past 
six years. 

Mr Alston, who has launched 
legal proceedings to reclaim the 
cash, said the payments fell out¬ 
side regulations set by the Home 
Secretary and is calling for a 


review of police bonuses. 

“In the summer of 2013 I was 
advised that so-called retention 
payments made to Roger Baker 
were outside the national Police 
Negotiating Board agreements,” 
he said. 

“Since that time, I have been 
seeking clarification of the 
rationale and legal authority for 
those payments. 

“I have continued to progress 
this matter robustly. I can confirm 
that I have now commenced legal 
proceedings to seek to recover 
£85,000 plus interest from Mr 
Baker. As legal proceedings are 
now active, I am unable to say 
anything further.” 

However, he added: “More gen¬ 
erally, I have continued to call for 
a national review of chief officer 
allowances and bonuses to guar¬ 
antee consistency and account¬ 
ability, and to ensure that they are 
properly authorised. 

“Chief officer pay is now being 
considered for the first time by 
the Senior Salaries Review Body - 
a helpful development. 

“The Association of Police and 
Crime Commissioners has prov¬ 


ided evidence to the SSRB, asking 
for particular attention to be 
given to the following: setting of 
pay on appointment and sub¬ 
sequent contract extensions, 
annual leave and motor vehicle 
allowances.” 

In total the former chief con¬ 
stable was paid around £150,000 in 
bonuses and expenses for his last 
15 months of work at Essex Police. 
These payments were included as 
part of his bonuses of £50,582 and 
allowances of £25,982 in 2008/09 
and £60,071 in bonuses, coupled 
with allowances of £15,434 for the 
following year. 

According to Essex Police’s 
statement of accounts, Mr Baker 
received a total of £215,896 in 
remuneration for the 2008/09 fin¬ 
ancial year 

After retiring from the force in 
2009, Mr Baker worked for Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary. He is now a director at 
Colchester Hospital. 

When approached for a 
response, Mr Baker said: “As this 
is an ongoing legal proceedings 
issue I will not be making any 
comment.”

YOU may remember a few weeks ago 
we featured a story about an attempt 
to fly a plane powered only by the 
rays of the sun around the world. 

Well that journey is now under way 
and the latest hews is Solar Impulse 2 
has now completed the second stage 
of its globe-spanning journey. In so 
doing it has set a new record for the 
longest distance ever flown by a 
solar-driven aircraft. 

The first leg of the epic challenge 
covered 400km, starting from Abu 
Dhabi in the Middle East and ending 
at Muscat in Oman. 

The second leg saw it take off from 
Muscat and, 15 hours later, land in 
Ahmedabad in India - a distance of 
1,468km or just over 900 miles. 

With the first and second stages of 


the epic challenge now complete, 

Solar Impulse 2 has a further 10 to go 
during the next five months to make 
it round the world. 

The plane has a wingspan of 72 
metres and 17,000 solar panels which 
convert the sun’s rays into electricity 
to drive the four motors and re¬ 
charge the batteries. 

Two pilots, Andre Borschbeg and 
Bertrand Piccard, are taking it in 
turns to fly the single-seater plane. 

Before setting off on the first stage, 
Mr Piccard told reporters: “I had this 
dream 16 years ago of flying around 
the world without fuel, just on solar 
power. Now, we’re about to do it. 

“The passion is there and I look 
forward so much to being in the 
cockpit.”

X Factor winner is in town 
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JOE cannae 
wait for what 
happens next 


FTER a whirlwind five years of 
recording and appearing on - and 
winning - various TV shows, former 
X Factor winner Joe McElderry has a 
lot to reflect on. 

In 2009, he was crowned the sixth winner of 
The XFactor, beating Essex boy Oily Murs to 
the hotly- contested £1 million record deal. 

And having continued his winning-streak by 
competing on opera talent show Popstar To 
Operastar in 2011, and winter-sports show The 
Jump in 2014, Joe says he is now ready to take a 
step back from recording and TV work and 
concentrate on performing live. 

He will be working his way through 100 tour 
dates this year - predominantly big band shows 
peppered with a few “special” acoustic sets. 

And the one of these will be taking place in 
Harlow, when he is at The Playhouse next 
month. 

“There’s a lot of pressure with a big band,” the 
South Shields-born singer explained: “But with 
the acoustic sets, we literally sit down with two 
instruments. It makes it more special.” 

The acoustic set will mix in a range of songs 
from his four albums, including pop and 
classical - and even features a jukebox section 
where he will be taking requests from the 
audience. 

Unlike some singers from the X Factor 
assembly line, Joe has been in constant demand 
since he won the show. 

But ask him what he saw himself doing before 
he went on the show, the 23-year-old reveals he 
had a very different future planned out for 
himself. 

He said: “If you’d asked me five years ago, I 


probably would have said I was going to be a 
paramedic. I did my work experience at school 
at a hospital and I really like the drama of being 
in a medical environment.” 

But he has had plenty of drama in his career 
post X Factor, including a split from Simon 
Cowell's label Syco in 2011. 

And after a few opportune interventions from 
fate, he says he is no longer trying to plan out 
what will happen next. 

One of the those interventions came during a 
skiing holiday last year, when he was 
approached last minute to take part in The Jump 
- a celebrity show that sees celebrities take to 
the slopes to compete against one another. 

It was a show that Joe ended up postponing 
his holiday for - and he ended up winning. 

He said: “I had some time off last year so went 
on a skiing holiday to Austria. The bosses for 
the show The Jump just happened to be out 
there. Some of the other contestants had been 
injured, so within about two days, I went from 
being on holiday to sitting in a TV studio in 
Austria. 

“It was just a random fluke that I happened to 
be there and I ended up having the best time. 
Who knows what will happen next? 

“All the best things that have happened to me 
since the X Factor have been unplanned, so I 
think it’s best not to plan now. I just go with it.”

Hamwahs and Retrovox. 

Rock band The Greasy Slicks will take to the 
stage for the June edition, while Pink Floyd 
inspired guitarist Steve Forward will headline 
the August Bank Holiday weekend slot. 

The free festival is the highlight of the year for 
Harlow’s music scene and provides an 
opportunity for up and coming bands to make a 
name for themselves. 

LinkFest organiser Jamie Pring, said the 
change in format was to reflect demand and to 
make the festival as accessible as possible to 
audiences. 

Mr Pring said: “We’ve aimed it more at family 
days and it has always been difficult to get 
people in for Saturdays. 

“It just works better on Sundays and it is more 
family orientated.

UCH is Ray Winstone’s 
reputation for partying, that 
news he’d apparently given up 
the late nights made headlines. 

“Rubbish. I’m an animal!” says the 
actor, grinning. “When I was younger, 
you could go out and come back in the 
morning, but it catches up with you, 
and it’s caught up with me. 

“Every now and again I have a dive 
off the deep end, but not that often 
now,” he adds, in that familiar gruff 
East End growl. 

Winstone, who has a pub in the back 
garden of his Roydon, Essex, home, has 
enjoyed a fair few memorable nights out 
over the years, including one with Sean 
Penn, his co-star in the new action 
thriller The Gunman. 


“I’m lucky to have met him a few 
years back, and we had an evening out. 
That was interesting.” 

Anything he wants to share? 

“Nothing I’d tell you,” retorts the 
father of three, who’s starred in the 
likes of Sexy Beast and The Departed. 

He laughs heartily, and I note that 
Penn’s not a fan of speaking to press, is 
he? 

“Lucky ol’ Sean, hey? So it’s left to 
mugs like me. I’ll pull him about that...” 
says Winstone, smiling. 

Penn’s reluctance to open up makes it 
difficult to know what he’s like. Is he a 
serious man, or just serious about his 
work? 

“We all moan about things that go on, 


and sit on our arses and do nothing 
about it. He gets up and goes and does 
it,” notes Winstone. “I don’t always 
agree with everything he has to say, but 
all power to him.” 

The opportunity to work with Penn 
was one of the major draws for The 
Gunman. 

“Sean’s a good boy and probably one 
of the best screen actors who’s about at 
the moment. I want to work with people 
like that,” says 58-year-old Winstone, 
folding his arms across his chest. 

“Then you read the script and meet 
Pierre [Morel, the director, who also 
helmed Taken], who’s fantastic. I liked 
him a lot. 

“And you find out who else is in it - 


Mark [Rylance, recently seen in Wolf 
Hall] and all that, and you go, ‘Oh good 
God, there’s a bit of class going on here’. 

“It’s an action movie, but it’s got 
story, reality” - and Penn looking in the 
best shape of his life, of course. 

“Sean is only a few years younger 
than me, but where he has an eight 
pack, I’ve got a party pack!” Winstone 
jokes. 

Penn stars as Jim Terrier, an 
ex-special forces government contractor 
who’s betrayed by the organisation he 
once worked for, and has to go on the 
run in a relentless game of cat and 
mouse across Africa and Europe. 

Winstone plays Terrier’s close friend 
Stanley, a broken, grizzly and paranoid 


man, who he reportedly compared to an 
ageing actor. 

“I don’t know what I said. I was 
probably drunk at a party,” he quips 
today. 

“But Stanley’s a man who’s a bit 
further down the line than Sean’s 
character. 

“He’s seen the same atrocities, he’s 
been in the same position and I think 
he’s really died as a man; found drink, 
drugs, and just wallows in it. 

“I was happy to sit in a scene in a pub 
and watch Terrier bash up a couple of 
guys. All that is in the past for Stanley.”

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: James Martin serves up three tasty dishes 


James and the 

GIANT FEAST 


on’t get James Martin 
started on the number 
of chefs on TV at the 
moment. Yes, he may 
be a chef, and yes he 
may be on telly a fair bit, but 
he’s also rather fed up with 
seeing members of his profession 
clamouring for their close-ups. 

“Fundamentally, I’m doing 
something I love,” reasons the 
Malton-born 42-year-old. “I never 
wanted to be on television, I 
didn’t go into this industry to be 
on TV and unfortunately now, 
most chefs when you ask the 
younger ones, well, they just 
want to be on TV It’s not about 
that.” 

While the statement seems to 
contradict Martin’s own TV 
engagements, including 
Saturday Kitchen and the second 
series of Home Comforts, filmed 
at his home and based on his 
new book of the same name, he 
insists his career is built on a 
rock steady love of food. 

“The industry is so important 
to me first, and the TV is 
secondary,” he adds. “I just so 
happen to be doing this because I 
was told I was good at it, and 
that’s why the phone kept 
ringing. I’d be quite happy if the 
filming stopped. I’ll go back to 
my restaurant.” 

But it doesn’t sound like the 
chatty chef is in a rush to leave 
the small screen soon. 

Having taken part in BBC 
One’s Meet The Street, where he 
took famous people back to their 
hometowns to tackle loneliness 
in their area, he is evangelical 
about the power of telly. 

“I just think TV is such a 
magical thing, as in it can 
change people’s lives and make 
you cry, make you happy,” 
explains Martin, who also hosted 
BBC One’s Operation Hospital 
Food, which saw him working to 


improve meals served in wards. 

“It’s an amazing thing, really. 
The more I do it, the more I 
enjoy it. I’ve been doing it for 20 
years now and it’s just the best 
job in the world... but then I 
always want my other job.” 

BEER-MARINATED RACK OF PORK 
WITH JEFF'S CHARD GRATIN 
(SERVES 6) 

FOR THE PORK: 

2tbsp sea salt 
2tbsp dark brown sugar 
Itsp black peppercorns 
4 garlic cloves, lightly crushed 
2 bay leaves 

2tbsp yellow mustard seeds 
(Itbsp soaked in water overnight) 
4 sprigs of thyme 
4 sprigs of flat-leaf parsley 
500ml beer, preferably a good ale 
1-1.2kg 6-rib pork loin rack, 
French-trimmed 
50g unsalted butter 
lOOg brioche, roughly torn 
Itsp English mustard powder 
Itbsp brown mustard seeds, 
soaked in water overnight 
Sea salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

FOR THE GRATIN: 

700g chard, chopped into 2cm 
pieces 

2 large potatoes, peeled and cut 

into 1-1.5cm chunks 

1 onion, sliced 

50g unsalted butter 

50g plain flour 

400ml whole milk 

200ml chicken stock 

10Og gruyere cheese, grated 

Sea salt and freshly ground black 

pepper 

Pour 100ml of cold water into a 
saucepan, add the sea salt and 
sugar and heat until the sugar 
dissolves. Remove from the heat. 
Now mix in 400ml of cold water, 
the peppercorns, garlic, bay, 
unsoaked yellow mustard seeds, 
thyme, parsley and beer. 

Put the pork loin into a large 
bowl or sealable bag then pour in 


the liquid and cover. Place in the 
fridge for 24 hours, turning 
occasionally. 

When ready to cook, preheat 
the oven to 200C/400F/gas mark 
6. Remove the pork from the bag 
and pat dry. Heat a large frying 
pan over a medium heat, then 
add the butter and heat until 
foaming. Carefully seal the pork 
on each side until light golden 
brown, then transfer to a 
roasting tray. Roast for 15 
minutes. 

Put the brioche, mustard 
powder and soaked yellow and 
brown mustard seeds into a food 
processor and blitz to a paste, 
then season. Set aside. 

Meanwhile, make the gratin: 
Layer half the chard and 
potatoes into an ovenproof dish, 
scatter over the onion, then 
place the rest of the chard and 
potatoes on top. 

Put the butter in a saucepan 
and melt, then add the flour and 
cook for a couple of minutes 
until light golden brown. Add 
the milk gradually, whisking 
until you have a smooth white 
sauce, then whisk in the stock 
and half the cheese and cook 
until melted. 

Season with salt and pepper, 
then pour the sauce over the 
chard and potatoes and top with 
the remaining cheese. 

After the pork has been 
cooking for 15 minutes, spread 
the brioche paste over the top. 
Decrease the oven temperature 
to 180C/350F/gas mark 4, then 
return it to the oven for 45 
minutes to crisp the crumb and 
finish cooking the pork through. 
Place the gratin in the oven at 
the same time. 

Remove the pork from the 
oven and rest for 15 minutes, 
while the gratin finishes 
cooking. Carve the pork and 
serve with the chard gratin.

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Soldier in Afghanistan 
a winter ski warrior 

Captain Jack swaps ground support for the slaloms

AN army officer from Old Harlow, 
who provides support for ground 
soldiers in Afghanistan, has 
proved to be a winter warrior 
after swapping guns for skis. 

Captain Jack Barnes (26), of the 
Life Guards, the Household Cav¬ 
alry Regiment based in Windsor, 
was part of the Army cresta team 
which came a narrow second to 
the Navy in an Inter-Services 
competition in St Moritz. 

He also secured victory with 
his team in the Cresta Run, a 
bobsleigh run, in St Moritz, 
Switzerland at the Army Cham¬ 
pionships. 

Captain Barnes has certainly 
got a taste for bobsleigh having 
competed in the Championships 
over the last three years, and now 
plans to switch across from skiing 
to focus on the team event next 
year. 

Speeds of up to 70mph 

He competed in the French Alps 
against 148 other Army personnel 
in the alpine skiing section in 
January, where competitors can 
reach speeds of up to 70 miles per 
hour down giant slaloms. 

Captain Barnes completed a 
busy winter by playing scrum- 
half in the world’s highest game of 
rugby played at an altitude of 5164 
metres above sea level in Gorak- 
shay, located in the Himilayas. 

Captain Barnes was deployed 
on operations in Afghanistan 
where he was employed as a for¬ 
ward air controller, which 
involved giving target informa¬ 
tion to aircraft in order to support 
soldiers on the ground. 

But his taste for winter sports 
has grown from his younger days 
when he was a student at Bishop’s 
Stortford College and first started 
practising at the now defunct ski 
slope in Harlow, off Hammarsk- 
jold Road near Harlow Town FC’s 
old stadium, which is now a hous¬ 


ing estate. 

He said: “I had my first ever 
lessons on the old Harlow dry ski 
slope before I went on real snow in 
Italy and France. 

“I first started skiing when I 
was at school aged 10. I have 
mostly just done it just for fun. 

“This year was the first time I 
had tried alpine racing but I 
would quite like to try nordic 
skiing at some point in my mil¬ 
itary career. 

“I made the Army cresta run 
[bobsleigh] team at the end of 
January and will probably con¬ 
centrate on that next season 
rather than skiing because I can 
compete at a higher level in that 
winter sport.” 

When asked what he thought 
alpine skiing brought to the 


Army, Captain Barnes explained: 
“I have a team of complete novice 
soldiers who are having to very 
bravely launch themselves down 
some pretty steep slopes, whilst 
charged with adrenalin, which 
can be likened to the feeling some 
of the guys go through while on 
ops [operations].” 

Heart of the French Alps 

It was the 21st year the Army 
Championships in January. It was 
held at Les Contamines in the 
heart of the French Alps and 
almost 400 soldiers competed. 

Captain Barnes said: “I hope to 
go on to the Army finals next year, 
where the competition is a lot 
tougher and the slopes are a bit 
more scary.” 

As well as honing teamwork 


and leadership skills, all winter 
sports competitors display high 
levels of fitness and endurance 
when they tackle the nordic and 
alpine disciplines. 

Captain Barnes explained: 
“Adventurous training opportun¬ 
ities like these are very import¬ 
ant. 

“It places us well outside our 
comfort zone, tests our physical 
and mental strength and develops 
us as people.” 

Captain Barnes’ love of winter 
sports is clear. 

“The thrill is trying to ski as 
quickly and closely as possible to 
the gates without catching your 
skis on the wrong side of them and 
taking a tumble,” he said. 

“Working up to the faster 
events, like downhill, the excite¬ 


ment comes from having the 
nerve to go faster and faster and 
therefore gaining more air over 
jumps and gathering a heck of a 
lot more speed and therefore 
momentum that could hurt you 
considerably more than normal if 
you were to catch an edge and 
crash out. 

“In downhill, the sound of wind 
becomes deafening and 
everything flies past so quickly 
that you have to look, or anti¬ 
cipate if you can’t see it, much 
further ahead than normal. 

“Towards the end of all four 
disciplines (slalom, giant slalom, 
super giant slalom, downhill) the 
lactic acid build up in the legs can 
be uncomfortable if it wasn’t for 
the adrenaline rush that coun¬ 
teracts it.”

ATHLETE Dawn Jones will need 
to beat the Germans if she is to 
medal at this summer’s World 
Masters Championships in Lyon. 

The Harlow Athletic Club ath¬ 
lete, who previously won bronze 
in the World Indoors Masters 
triple jump in 2006 (35 age group), 
is now firmly focused on the hep¬ 
tathlon as she moves into the out¬ 
door season. 

The 45-year-old has only just 
stepped up to the 45 age group, so 
has age on her side as she targets 
a top three spot. 

Sawbridgeworth-based Jones, 
who won a gold (triple jump) and 
silver (400m) at the British Indoor 
Masters Championships 12 days 
ago, decided against competing at 
the European Indoor Champion¬ 
ships, as she wants to be in prime 
condition for the summer season 
when she competes in the World 
Masters Championships in the 
South of France in August. 

Budapest 

Her favoured event is the triple 
jump, but after success at the 
World Masters Championships in 
Budapest, Hungary last year, she 
decided to switch to the heptath¬ 
lon. 

She originally competed in the 
heptathlon nearly 30 years ago 
when she was 17, but has now 
decided to return to the multi¬ 
event full-time and has been work¬ 
ing hard with Harlow AC coach 
Nat Fisher and throwing special¬ 
ist Eleanor Moss. 

“Last year I decided to give it 
[the heptathlon] another go,” she 
told the Star. “I am strong on my 
jumps and on my sprints, but I’m 
not so good with my throwing. My 
main coach is Nat Fisher and I 
have been working with Eleanor 
Moss. 

“I have a distinct advantage 
over a lot of the athletes [that will 
compete at the World Masters] 
because of my age [she has only 
just turned 45]. I have an outside 
chance of a medal. But without a 
question I will have to improve 


my throwing events. 

“The Germans are very strong 
[in heptathlon at the 45 age 
group].” 

Jones has stepped down from 
her coaching duties at the Mark 
Hall Sportscentre-based club to 
focus on winning a medal at the 


World Masters Championships. 

“I am concentrating very much 
on my training.” 

But she will still captain the 
Harlow AC team in their South¬ 
ern Women’s League campaign 
when the season starts in April. 

Her build-up to the big event in 


the South of France will start in 
earnest on June 21, when she com¬ 
petes in the British Pentathlon 
Masters Championships in 
Oxford, giving her a taste of multi- 
eventing against a strong field. 

She will then turn her attention 
to the British Masters Champi¬ 


onships in Birmingham. This 
competition is on July 25-26. 

Jones will then start the count¬ 
down to the World Masters, which 
runs from August 4-16. 

It will be the sixth time that she 
has represented Great Britain at 
the World Championships.

Shaun no longer sheepish as Rams eye strong finale

SKIPPER Shaun Roberts is 
determined his Rams side build 
momentum for a shot at the Lon¬ 
don Division Three North East 
title next season - by winning 
their last three matches this 
term. 

Harlow host second-placed 
West Norfolk on Saturday, and 
Roberts says the Essex side are 
determined to maintain their 
brilliant home record - and are 
desperate to avenge their heavy 
42-15 loss in the reverse fixture. 

The Rams need two more wins 
to beat their Division Three North 
East record. They have never pre¬ 
viously won more than 13 
matches in a season since drop¬ 
ping into the third tier more than 
five years ago. 

Roberts knows the Rams have 
made huge progress this term and 
wants a title tilt next campaign. 

He said: “This is our fourth 
season in this league. The most 
matches we have won is 13 and we 
are looking to surpass that, if we 
can, and build some momentum 
for a title challenge next season.” 

West Norfolk are set to miss out 
on the title to a Sudbury side 
coached by former Rams chief 
Graham Richards, but Roberts is 
adamant the second-placed side 
were the best team they have 
played this season. 

Harlow can take confidence 
from the 12-12 draw with 
unbeaten table-toppers Sudbury 
last month. “We were disappoin¬ 
ted not to beat Sudbury. They are 
where they are because of what 
they have done. But in one-off 
games we have done better 
against Sudbury and Cantabs,” 
Roberts said. 

After Saturday’s home clash 
with West Norfolk, Harlow wrap 
up their campaign with a trip to 


mid-table Stowmarket (March 28) 
before a home game against releg¬ 
ated bottom club Clacton (April 
11). “We want to win our last three 
games,” enthused Roberts. 

If Harlow beat West Norfolk it 
would hand Sudbury the title. 

Roberts wants to preserve Har¬ 
low’s fantastic record at Rams 
Gorse this season. They have only 
lost one game, a heartbreaking 22- 
21 defeat against Lowestoft & Yar¬ 
mouth on November 22. “We were 
gutted to lose our home record,” 
bemoaned Roberts. 

“When we went away to West 
Norfolk they were the best side we 
have played all season - and that 
includes Sudbury and Cantabs.” 

The skipper knows the ingredi¬ 
ents Harlow need to put together 
to defeat the Kings Lynn club. 

Tighten up 

“We just really need to tighten 
up our defence. They have a fluid 
back line and that’s where they 
caused us problems before. They 
had so much possession. 

“They were very, very clinical. 
If you give them a chance they will 
score from anywhere. We need as 
low an error rate as possible and 
make sure we take our chances. 

“We are at home and full of 
confidence. We are not far off 
being at full strength. There is 
competition for places. 

“Overall the attitude of the boys 
since we lost away to West Norfolk 
[on December 6] has been bril¬ 
liant. We were good in the first 
half [at West Norfolk] but did not 
see the game out. We had the odd 
blip against Cantabs and injuries 
have cost us momentum, but we 
have lost only one game since 
early December.” 

Second row forward John 
Unwin and wing Will Grimley are 
back. They missed Harlow’s last 
game - a thrilling 25-24 win at 
Lowestoft & Yarmouth 12 days ago.

IN a topsy-turvy British Isles 
series, Harlow’s Steve 
Mitchinson helped England seal 
the title - despite losing to the 
Scots.
